UVCC proposes 4-year college 


Utah Valley Community College will submit a proposal to become a 
four-year university to the State Board of Education today for approval . 

The proposal will be submitted to the Board of Regents to get on the 
agenda for their September meeting. If all goes well, a vote will be taken 
Nov. 6. 

Derek Hall, assistant director of college relations at UVCC, said the 
change would provide provide a better opportunity for higher education 
to the residents of Utah County. Each year about 4,000 students gradu- 
ate from high schools in the county; only about 400 graduates are accept- 
ed by BYU, Hall said. Utah County could provide a great source of edu- 
cation to its residents, Hall said. 

“We'd like to keep the college just as it is now with open enrollment so 
anyone can come,” Hall said. After students complete a two-year associ- 
ate degree, they would re-apply for upper division acceptance. It would 
become more competitive at that level, he said. 

' UVCC plans to offer six to eight four-year programs based on students’ 
needs and what the college feels it is capable of offering. 

- Tuition may be more expensive for junior and senior level classes, but 
tuition for current classes is projected to remain the same. 


U.N. envoys pledge to end Bosnian war 


SARAJEVO, Bosnia-Herzegovina — The chief European and U.N. 
negotiators on the breakup of Yugoslavia pledged Thursday to end war 
in Bosnia. 

The Bosnian government claimed Serb forces were moving artillery to 

‘their headquarters east of Sarajevo to hide it from U.N. inspectors 
charged with monitoring heavy weapons. 

“Slowly, persistently, patiently, we will end this,” said Lord Owen, the 
European Community’s chief peace negotiator, after arriving in an 

_ armored personnel carrier wearing a flak jacket and helmet. 

Owen told reporters he found the situation in Sarajevo “ghastly” and 
said the United Nations would extend its mandate in Bosnia- 
Herzegovina. 


SLC earthquake danger higher than thought 


SALT LAKE CITY — Major earthquakes occur a littie more frequent- 
ly along the Salt Lake City segment of the Wasatch Fault than previous- 
ly believed, a study indicated. 

A trench excavated by the Utah Geological Survey found evidence that 
four quakes of magnitude 7.0 or greater have ruptured the valley’s sur- 
face in the last 9,000 years. Previous research indicated there had been 
three major temblors, said UGS deputy director Bill Lund. 

This new information demonstrates the danger to the heavily urban- 
ized Salt Lake Valley from large, surface- -rupturing earthquakes is 
greater than estimated in current hazard assessments,” Lund said. 

The segment’s last major quake occurred between 1,100 and 1,800 
years ago. The other major earthquakes are believed to have happened 


2,400 years ago, between 5,500 and 6,000 years ago and between 8,000 , 


and 9,000 years ago. 


U.S. investment spending decreases 


WASHINGTON — U.S. businesses cut back on already modest plans 
for investment spending this year, the government said Thursday in a 
report reflecting renewed pessimism about the economy’s prospects. 

Businesses surveyed during July and August told the Commerce 
Department they would spend $551 billion on new plants and equipment 
this year, a 4.3 percent increase from 1991. 

In the previous survey, during April and May, businesses had planned 
a 4.7 percent increase. Before the year began, they had anticipated a 5.4 
percent rise. 

Meanwhile, a separate report from the Labor Department showed new 
claims for unemployment benefits rose slightly in late August for the 
second consecutive week. 

Business owners, who have seen their hopes for stronger economic 
growth dashed several times over the past year and a half, will remain 
cautious about new hiring and major investmer

More importantly, the Aztecs are 
now 1-0 in the WAC, while BYU 
falls to 1-1. The two conference 
powerhouses were favored to battle 
for the title, and Thursday’s win 
means BYU now has to play 
catchup. 

Under a foreboding full moon, 
BYU moved the ball at will, out- 
gaining the Aztecs in total yardage 
561-446. But errors, some major, 
some minor, spelled doom for the 
Cougars. 

The game’s first score came when 
SDSU defensive back Darrell 
Lewis stepped in front of Cougar 
tight end Byron Rex, intercepting a 
John Walsh pass and returning it 
57 yards for a touchdown. 

After the game, a watery-eyed 
Walsh took the loss hard. “We 
should never lose to these guys,” he 
said. “We can beat anybody, we 
just didn’t prove it today.” '

Walsh was only 23 of 44 pass- 
ing, but threw five touchdown pass- 
es, three of them on third down. He 
led a Detmer-like drive at the end 
of the first half, taking the team 65 
yards in just 1:45. David Lauder 
kicked a 33-yard field goal with 
five seconds left to bring BYU with- 
in 24-17 at the half. 

At that point Faulk had just 84 
yards on 17 carries. But BYU has 
lost right side linebackers Todd 
Herget (ankle sprain) and Shad 
Hansen (concussion). 

Faulk began his personal destruc- 
tion of the BYU defense in the 
third quarter, carrying the ball 
seven times for 165 yards two TDs. 

“Losing Shad Hansen and Todd 
Herget did hurt us,” BYU head 
coach LaVell Edwards said. “We 
had a tough third quarter in our 
transition period when we put in 
new linebackers who have never 
really played before.” 

After Walsh hit wide receiver 
Eric Drage (nine catches for 198 
yards and three touchdowns) for a 
score, Faulk broke loose for a 65- 
yard touchdown dash. 

“Marshall Faulk is the greatest 
running back I have ever seen,” 
said Cougar defensive back, who 
attempted to chase Faulk down. 
“He outran me, and I’m not slow.” 

Edwards said Faulk “is a great 
football player. I thought we did a 
reasonably good job on him in the 
first half, then we let him out of the 
socket on two or three runs in the 
second half.” 

Edwards second-guessed a deci- 
sion to pass up a field goal opportu- 
nity early in the fourth quarter. 
With 12:56 left in the game and 
BYU trailing 45-31, the coach 
called for a pass on 4th and goal 
from the eight yard line. Walsh’s 
pass to Drage was overthrown.

The BYU Theatre Season Committee must 
be careful when it decides what plays and 
musicals to include in its season schedule. The 
rotating committee of five or six theater 
department faculty members must find works 
that won’t be offensive to BYU audiences but 
are still considered to have a legitimate acade- 
mic purpose. 

“There are so many plays we just cannot do 
here,” said Bob Nelson, associate professor of 
theater and film. “We have an obligation to do 
contemporary plays, but our audiences are not 
tolerant of certain themes and language.” 

“We couldn’t do ‘Les Miserables’ here,” said 
Eric Samuelsen, a member of the committee. 

Even though he believes the values the musi- 
cal promotes are consistent with those of The 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints, 
Samuelsen said one of the musical’s songs, 
dealing with prostitution, would probably pre-

vent BYU from producing it. 

One of the plays accepted for this season’s 
schedule is the Norwegian classic, “Hedda 
Gabler.” The translation BYU was going to use 
contained the Lord’s name in vain about eight 
times, Samuelsen said. The copyright owner 
refused to give permission to change the trans- 
lation, so Samuelsen is now translating the 
whole thing himself. 

BYU is not the only university where audi- 
ence sensitivities must be considered, however. 

Samuelsen, who taught theater at Indiana 
University, said that faculty misjudged its 
audience in 1989 when it produced — against 
Samuelsen’s objections — “Cloud Nine” by 
Caryl Churchill. The play has graphic dialogue 
and depictions tolerant of sexual perversion, 
and “language as raunchy as you can possibly 
imagine,” Samuelsen said. Many people were 
outraged. “Fully half the audience had left by 
intermission.” 

“Theater absolutely must deal with harsh 
realities,” Samuelsen said. “But if a play 


doesn’t put them in an eternal perspective, it’s 
not a play worthy of our attention.” 

Even with an eternal perspective, some plays 
are rejected out of caution. One of them, pro- 
duced earlier at BYU by students, contained 
occasional mild language and troubling subject 
matter, Samuelsen said. 

It is about two young businessmen who, as a 
joke, make an insecure deaf girl think they 
have fallen’ in love with her, get her to sleep 
with them (although they play does not show 
this) and then dump her. The girl falls apart 
when she finds out. 

“The audience at the performance I saw was 
stunned and angry, but not offended,” 
Samuelsen said. 

Samuelsen offered a standard by which he 
judges the content of plays. “I think the audi- 
ence has a right to be offended when the actors 
are behaving immorally. If the actor takes the 
Lord’s name in vain, that actor is breaking a 
commandment. If the actor takes his clothes 
off, then the actor is being immoral.”

Bringing American media ideas to 
students in Ireland and Hungary 
was enlightening for communica- 
tions faculty members William 
Silcock and Gordon Whiting. 

Silcock, who lectured at Ireland’s 
Dublin City University, found out 
soon after his arrival that televi- 
sion in Ireland is quite different 
from American TV. 

Two weeks after moving in, a 
postman asked his wife if they had 
a license for their television. 
Although Irish TV charges adver- 
tisers, the Silcocks still had to pur- 
chase a license for 60 pounds. 

“Trish broadcasters have taken 
the British model of the license fee 
and combined it with the American 
model of paid commercial advertis- 
ing so the consumer gets zinged 
twice,” Silcock said. 

American trends in the media can 
be seen all over Europe, including 
their own version of CNN called 
“Sky News,” which is increasing in 
popularity, Silcock said. 

“As Americans, we must be care- 
ful not to shove our ideas down 
their throats,” Silcock said. “They 
have been thinking and writing a 
lot longer than we have and we 
must be careful in our zeal to help 
them.” 

Ireland’s small population and 
advertising market may be stunt- 
ing its media growth, Silcock said. 
He gave the example of a T.V. 
newsroom that went on strike just 
before the prime minister stepped 
down from his position, leaving 
only the newspapers to cover the 
event. 

Silcock encouraged communica- 
tions students to become better 
prepared for media in an interna- 
tional market by studying more 
history, political science and for- 
eign languages. 

Whiting worked with communica- 
tion students in Budapest, 
Hungary for a year. He said 
although recent changes in 
Hungary’s government have 
allowed freedom of press, change is 
slow and difficult. 

“A joke making the rounds asks 
what the current prime minister 
has been able to accomplish in two 
years that the communists could 
not accomplish in 40,” Whiting 
said. “Make socialism popular.” 

Whiting taught at the former 
Karl Marx University. The univer- 
sity changed its name to Economics 
University after the country’s 
change from communism. Adapting 
to the change, students dressed the 
university’s statue of Karl Marx in 
a Santa suit and gave it a shaving 
cream beard. 

Other statues of communist lead- 
ers were covered with “ghost- 
shrouds,” and street names were 
changed to omit communist lead- 
ers’ names, Whiting said. 


He said about 50 new political 
parties have sprung up in 
Hungary, making it more difficult 
for reporters to cover all sides of 
the media and maintain objectivity. 

“Hungary’s national anthem is 
the only one that I know of that 
asks God not to send them any 
more bad luck,” Whiting said.
